Why RCIA? 


When we discuss what constitutes the development of a healthy person we 
usually explore the four cornerstones of a whole person - physical, mental, 
emotional and spiritual. The Rite of Christian Initiation for Adults (RCIA) 
process provides an opportunity to develop the spiritual cornerstone of an 
individual. 

It makes no difference whether you have been raised in another 
denomination, have no church affiliation, are a practicing Catholic or you 
simply have been away from the faith for a long time; RCIA gives you a 
chance to explore what the Catholic Church has to offer in our spiritual 
development. It is a chance to ask questions about the faith, to renew your 
baptismal vows, and to learn why we should be baptized. The first phase of 
the RCIA process involves inquiry and discovery. It is not a commitment, but 
an opportunity to ask some basic questions about the Catholic Church and 
learn about your spiritual journey. 

During the course of the RCIA process, an individual follows a spiritual 
journey of "steps" accomplished through defined periods punctuated with 
formal rites. We are inviting the baptized and non-baptized, who would like 
to learn more about the Catholic Church and its teachings to join us in the 
first phase of inquiry which will begin in September. The inquiry phase is 
about six weeks and then if you are interested in continuing the journey we 
will welcome you to the next phase (or phases) until Easter and Pentecost. 

The RCIA is a communal process. It involves a number of stages punctuated 
by liturgical rites to assist the unbaptized and baptized from other faiths 
toward the final rite, usually at the Easter Vigil at which time they will 
become full members of the Roman Catholic Church. For Catholics, it is a 
time to receive the Sacrament of Confirmation if they have not been 
confirmed. The entire process takes several months, (ideally a minimum of 
one full liturgical year), but participants are generally invited to proceed at a 
pace which suits them individually. The Church prefers to call this a 
"process" and not a program. 

It is important for active Catholics to invite others to share the treasure of our 
faith. A personal invitation is best. Please pray about whom you might ask 
to explore the faith through RCIA. Then pray for the person for a week or 
more before you invite him or her. Or if you think it would be better if the 
person were invited by someone else, then contact us with their name. 

Beginning in September we will meet Sunday mornings after the 9:00 am 
Mass for 90 minutes. There is no cost, but only your desire to learn and to 
develop your spiritual cornerstone of life. To learn more about the RCIA
